The staff of the Linguistics 
Research Laboratory have really 
been on the move this summer. 

James Woodward, Harry Markowicz, 
Jenny Henderson and Carol Erting 
have been in France since early 
May exploring the relationship and 
separate development of the French 
and American sign languages. 

William Stokoe was the first 
visiting lecturer at the Scandina- 
vian Society for Deaf Mental 
Health followed by seminars in 
Copenhagen and at Stockholm 
University. 

Deaf patients in all North 
Carolina's mental health centers’ 
were recently moved to a new 
facility at Broughton Hospital in 
Morganton. William Stokoe was in- 
vited to conduct a workshop for 
hospital staff and teachers from 
the North Carolina School for the 
Deaf to set up a communication 
improvement program. 

The Lab has also set up a 
cooperative research project with 
the University of West Virginia. 
The project deals with deaf TTY 
users and the field of communica- 
tion network analysis. 

In June, a paper was presented 
by Robbin Battison and William 
Stokoe at the National Symposium 
on Mental Health Needs of Deaf 
Children and Adults in Chicago.
